Toasted, flattened, manhandled, banged up, blown 
apart, brought down. 

You want a tell-tale sign that Chicago's time is 
now? It^s not the Michelin-starred restaurants. It's 
that when ‘‘Translormers: Dark ol the Moon” opens 
July. , the world will witness an image of the city 
it almost never gets to see: The wide-scale, wide- 
screen, explosion-heavy, big-budget demolition of 
Chicago.

Click if you’re 
a fake activist 

On a typical day T logon to Faccbook and glance at my news feed. 

One friend clicked ^'attending” to an event promoting female 
empowerment in underdeveloped countries. 

Another “liked” a page about saving the Amazon rain forests. 

Still others changed their profile pictures to show support for a 
new bill designed to help students pay for their educations. 

There’s a constant appearance of activism. Rut the truth is, not 
everyone is as involved as their Facebook statuses say they are. 

More and more it seems Facebook has helped create a new type of 
political enthusiast: the passive activist. 

Everyone knows people who are all talk when it comes to making 
real change, but I just recently experienced the sting of passive 
activism, 

A few weeks ago, a student group that Fm a part of at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago planned a trip to a rally for immigrant rights. 
During the weeks leading up to the rally I tried to generate as much 
hype as I could on Facebook and around campus to get students 
to attend. About 50 students RSVP’d on the Facebook event page, 
and many others posted a link to the event on their walls. The rally 
it seemed, would include a sizable contingent from my university 

Want to guess how many people showed up who weren't mem- 
bers of my student group? Two. 

The rally still was a success because people came from other 
areas of the city but I was left confused. Why had so many students 
proclaimed their support online but decided not to attend? Should 
I have been satisfied with mere digital support? Was it enough that 
my friends donated some space on their Facebook walls to this 
cause? 

It seems Facebook has made it too easy to feel like an activist. 
What happened to the power of the real voice? 

Posting the color of your bra does not make you a champion of 
breast cancer research. Changing your Facebook profile picture 
to a cartoon character doesn't mean you Ve taken a stand against 
child abuse. And RSVPing to an event you know yotill never attend 
anyway? Come on. Just click “not attending.” 

Some people argue that digital support shows solidarity and that 
it builds momentum for a movement. There might be some truth 
to that, but actions speak louder than mouse clicks. You can't call 
yourself an activist if your “activity” is performed while you're sit- 
ting at the computer in your pajamas and sipping coffee. 

In this digital age, it is tempting to do as much as possible using 
only a computer, but we have to remember that Facebook and 
other social networking sites can’t replace the power of human 
action. 

Facebook is one of the tools activists use, but it shouldn't be the 
only outlet.

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French stressing 

Celeb chef Grant Achatz’s current Paris concept sets Chicago food scene— and Internet— aflutter

You probably can’t get in. Your friends prob- 
ably can’t get in. There already are 19,000 
people on the waiting list. 

Still, everyone is talking about Next, the 
newest restaurant from celebrity chef Grant 
Achatz, which opened Wednesday in the 
West Loop. 

The concept: Every three months, the 
restaurant will reboot its menu to serve 
dishes inspired by a different time and place. 
Wednesday’s opening kicked off with a menu 
($ 65 -$iio per person to start) that draws its 
influence from Parisian cooking in 1906. 

The New York Times magazine has called 
the concept “the most hotly anticipated res- 
taurant in the country” Food site epicurious. 
com named it the top restaurant of 2010 — 
even though it hadn’t even opened yet. And 
the fact that Achatz’s already successful res- 
taurant Alinea scored the top score of three 
stars from the Michelin Guide has fueled in- 
terest for his new project even more. 

Despite the anticipation, the opening did 
not go off without a hitch. 

Late Tuesday the ticketing system for the 
restaurant still was experiencing glitches, 
despite promises of a scheduled opening this 
week. The rub: Next’s complex online ticket- 
ing system, the only means by which reserva- 
tions can be made for the venue’s staggered 
seatings, wasn’t taking to Internet Explorer. 

In the wee hours of the morning that 
followed, there came a point when Ach- 
atz’s business partner, Nick Kokonas, said, 
“Screw it.” 

Kokonas flipped the switch about 6 a.m. 
Wednesday and Next’s reservation system, 
which was announced nearly a year ago and 


I TOTALLY BOOKED

since has garnered a wait list 19,000 diners 
long, went live, as did the restaurant: The 
doors at 953 W Fulton Market opened to the 
public Wednesday night. 

“We’ve been up all night for days mak- 
ing sure that everything that can go wrong 
doesn’t,” Kokonas said Wednesday morning. 
He said he has slept about five hours in the 
past three days. 

“We had to make a decision two days ago 
whether or not we’d go, ‘OK, it’s stable on all 
these other platforms [beyond Internet Ex- 
plorer}. Do we risk putting it out and having 
25 percent of the Internet not use it?’ I sent 
[Microsoft corporate] a jokey email around 
4 a.m. saying, ‘Can’t your people just do some- 
thing?’ It’s proven to be as interesting and big 
of a process to build this [system] as it was to 
build the restaurant.” 

So far, so good. 

Reached late Wednesday afternoon, Koko- 
nas said about one-third of the opening night 
seats made available to first-in-line wait-listers 
were sold within two hours. “Our only major 
glitch was that our email server bent under 
the strain of sending out so many password 
emails,” Kokonas said of the potential ticket- 
buyers, “so wait times for those were way too 
long at one point. ... Some went into spam 
too. So we have a few frustrated users and we 


are fixing that problem.” 

In addition to working through that (very 
long) waiting list of diners who signed up via 
Next’s reservation website, the restaurant 
holds at least one table per night for walk- 
ins— virtually, through its Facebook and Twit- 
ter accounts. 

Late Wednesday afternoon. Next posted 
a message on its Facebook wall announcing 
that at 4 p.m., sales for the evening would be 
shut down and Next would move into same- 
day tickets, doled out by email request from 
diners, according to the number in a party 


and the preferred time. “If we have something 
close,” the Facebook post promised, “we will 
give you a caU.” 

Achatz’s bar Aviary originally scheduled to 
open simultaneously with Next, will open in 
seven to 10 days, Kokonas said. 

“If we opened Next, and Aviary and its 
basement bar at the same time, we would 
be trying to simultaneously open three dis- 
tinctly good concepts all at once, with some 
80 employees,” Kokonas said. “It just seemed 
smarter to wait.”

How much does it cost? 

Depending on the day and time you 
book, an eight-course meal runs $65- 
$110 per person before tax, gratuity 
and beverage pairings ($48 for wine, 
$22 for nonalcoholic beverages). For 
now, tickets for Next’s Paris 1906 menu, 
which will be around for only three 
months before a new menu and theme 
are announced, are being sold through 
nextrestaurant.com. They are acces- 
sible only to those on Next’s mailing list. 
Online sales will open to the public later 
and future menus will vary in price. 


What about resales? 

Like a concert or sporting event. Next tickets 
are nonrefundable, but they are transferrable. 
Until Next can authenticate ticket transfers on 
its website, you’ll be required to notify the res- 
taurant at tickets@nextrestaurant.com if you 
resell your tickets so that a new confirmation 
number can be issued to the buyer. Craigslist 
ads posted late Wednesday asked anywhere 
from $800-$1,200 for tables of two, but Next 
issued this statement on its site: “Any tickets 
purchased on the secondary market are at the 
purchaser’s risk. We will not be held responsible 
for forgeries or misrepresentations.” 


What if I can’t 
get tickets? 

“We’ll probably allow 
a couple walk-ins once 
we’re up to full speed,” 
says co-owner Nick 
Kokonas. It’s also pos- 
sible that they’ll use 
the restaurant’s 
Twitter feed 
(@nextrestaurant) to 
get the word out about 
walk-in tables or same- 
day ticket sales. 



What about the bar? 

Originally slated to open along 
with Next, neighboring cocktail 
lounge The Aviary is expected to 
follow with a yet-to-be-announced 
April opening date. For a lucky 
few, the bar could be a gateway 
for a late-night impromptu dinner 
at Next. “The kitchen will have the 
option ... if they have the energy 
and capacity foodwise, to say to 
The Aviary staff, ‘Hey, we can do 
two more tables at 10 o’clock to- 
night,’ ” Kokonas says.

Mayor-elect plays down 
idea of City Hall mandate

Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel is pointing to 
the City Council election results as a clear 
message that Chicago residents want change 
—although his only use of the word “man- 
date” was in noting that he hadn’t used the 
term. 

In Tuesday’s City Council runoff, seven 
of the lo candidates Emanuel had endorsed 
won. By next month when the winners take 
office, more than one-third of the city’s 50 
districts will have new aldermen, with 13 
elected this year and another five appointed 
recently by outgoing Mayor Daley 

“I don’t think about it as a mandate,” 
Emanuel said Wednesday after telling a re- 
porter that he hadn’t used the word. “I think 
about it as a clarity of purpose: One city 
One vision. Single-minded in achieving the 
change that voters have voted for.” 

Emanuel, who avoided a runoff when he 
won with 55 percent of the vote in Eebruary 
said he was calling all of last night’s winners 
and had met with most of the aldermen who 
won outright in Eebruary’s election, asking 
them for their collaboration. 

“Come to the table, roll up your sleeves 
and offer solutions to problems,” Emanuel 
said. 

The council shakeup shows voters crave 
a new cooperative spirit in addressing issues 
from public safety to education, Emanuel 
said. The mayor-elect said that’s the same 
message voters sent when they elected him 
in Eebruary 

Emanuel spoke during a tour of Micro- 
soft’s Technology Center in Chicago, where 
he saw a demonstration of an interactive 
website designed for government. He said 
Microsoft’s HeyGov! software is an example 
of how Chicago could use technology to al- 
low residents to post photos of potholes and 


fallen trees online and then track the city’s 
response. 

The former White House chief of staff 
poured $295,000 into the campaigns of some 
of the candidates he endorsed, and rang 
doorbells with some, including Debra Silver- 
stein, the wife of a Democratic state senator. 
She won handily with 62 percent of the vote 
against 38-year council veteran Bernie Stone. 

Stone told reporters Tuesday night that he 


was up against “the machine.” 

Emanuel was asked about Stone’s “ma- 
chine” remark Wednesday and if he were em- 
bracing the title of emperor. The mayor-elect 
joked that he doesn’t look good in a toga. 

“I’m not an emperor. And here’s the thing: 
I want a spirit of cooperation,” Emanuel said. 
“I want people to come to their job as aider- 
men, as I will as mayor, in a spirit of finding 
solutions on a collaborative basis.” 


Homicide tracker

Homicides were down about 32 percent 
in March compared with March of last 
year, a RedEye analysis of preliminary 
police data found. 

March ended last week with 21 homi- 
cides, down from 31 homicides in March 
2010, RedEye determined. 

One homicide has been recorded so 
far in April, as of Wednesday afternoon, 
according to RedEye data. 

A 41 -year-old man was shot to death 
Saturday in the 3400 block of West 
Augusta Boulevard in Humboldt Park, 
police said. 

Humboldt Park has seen seven homi- 
cides this year, the most of any commu- 
nity area. The community logged 
29 homicides last year, the most of any 
community area, RedEye data shows. 

Forty-seven homicides were recorded 
in April 2010, RedEye determined.

This guy might just hold keys to the universe’s secrets

The winner of one of the world’s most lucra- 
tive prizes awarded Wednesday for work “af- 
firming life’s spiritual dimension” comes to 
Chicago on Monday 

Martin Rees, a theoretical astrophysicist 


who holds one of Cambridge University’s top 
academic posts and the honorary title of As- 
tronomer Royal, was awarded the $1.6 million 
Templeton Prize on Wednesday, less than a 
week before giving a speech in Chicago. 

Rees will deliver the University of Chica- 


go’s annual Brinson Lecture titled “Erom Big 
Bang to Biospheres” at the Art Institute at 
6 p.m. Monday In his address, he promises to 
illustrate— not answer— the existential ques- 
tions raised by scientists’ discoveries about 
the origins and composition of the universe. 


Rees, who was raised Anglican but does not 
consider himself religious, has spent decades 
investigating the implications of the big bang, 
the nature of black holes and the mysterious 
explosions from galaxy centers known as gam- 
ma ray bursters.

Stressed teens taking 
more drugs, study says 


WASHINGTON More American 
teenagers are using drugs, with 
many reporting they’re turning to drugs 
and alcohol to handle stress, according to 
a new report issued Wednesday 

Substance abuse among U.S. teens 
rose during the past three years after go- 
ing down for lo years, according to the 
report by the Partnership at Drugfree. 
org, which found that marijuana and ec- 
stasy use among teens showed marked 
increases while attitudes toward alcohol 
use have become more relaxed. 

The study sponsored by MetLife 
Foundation, also found that between 
2008 and 2010, teens who said they had 
used pot in the past year rose to 39 per- 
cent from 32 percent. Between 2008 and 


2010, teenagers who said they used ecsta- 
sy in the past year increased to 10 percent 
from 6 percent. 

Sean Clarkin, director of strategy for 
the Partnership at Drugfree.org (former- 
ly the Partnership for a Drug Free Amer- 
ica), said social media has helped make 
drug use normal. Clarkin also blamed 
medical marijuana discussions and bud- 
get cuts to drug-abuse prevention pro- 
grams for contributing to the increases. 

The Partnership Attitude Tracking 
Study, which based its findings on a sur- 
vey of about 2,500 high school students, 
found that 45 percent said they do not 
see a “great risk” in heavy daily drinking, 
while 31 percent strongly disapprove of 
fellow teenagers getting drunk. 



Switchblades OK, for some 

Maine lawmakers on Wednesday 
approved legalizing switchblades 
for one-armed people, moving close to 
becoming the first state to thusly amend 
laws banning spring-action knives. 

Backers of the measure say it eliminates a 
need for one-armed people to open fold- 
ing knives with their teeth in emergencies.

While Wrigleyville seems to get a 
new crop of openings and face- 
lifts every season, it’s rare to see 
new options around U.S. Cellular 
Field. So when the family behind 
local restaurant chain Ricobene’s 
announced that it had turned part 
of the Bridgeport location into 
a sports bar, we started counting 
down to baseball season so we 
could take a look. 


Unless you’re familiar with 
the neighborhood ... 

... be sure to Google Map before you head out. My party and I 
thought we had our directions down pat and still barely made 
it. Canal vs. Canalport? Tricky. If you have the option, drive- 
there’s plenty of free parking in the under-the-highway lot 
across the street. 


New spot at the Cell 

Fans stopping by U.S. Cellular Field for 
opening day may spot something new 
at Gate 5. Operated by the Gibsons 
Restaurant Group, Bacardi at the Park is 
an option for Sox fans looking for a spot 
to pregame, postgame or sip a seventh- 
inning cocktail without wandering too far 
from the field. 


Similar to the Captain Morgan Club 
at Wrigley Field, Bacardi at the Park 
is attached to the field, but is acces- 
sible from the outside with or with- 
out a game ticket. The new spot 
holds up to 350 people and with 
more than 50 flat-screen TVs, fans 
won’t have a hard time keeping up 
with the Sox score. 


Stadium hot dogs not your thing? 
The bar plans to offer more smoky 
fare including pulled pork, ribs and 
brisket alongside a drink menu 
that features plenty of Bacardi 
(naturally). Look for Bacardi at the 
Park to open at 11 a.m. each home 
game, closing two hours after the 
game ends. 


When it come_s_to_ba_r_foocl ..._ _ 

... these guys know the drill: nachos, burgers, fried stuff. The hot 
wings ($8) were a good portion for the price but were nothing 
special. The Italian nachos ($8), piled with cheese, Italian sau- 
sage, red peppers, grilled onions, olives and sour cream, were 
an interesting twist on the classic, but ultimately a little too 
greasy for our party of three to finish. The burgers are available 
with upgrades including the heart-stopping combination of 
prosciutto, red peppers, basil and feta cheese ($9.50). Painful, 
but delicious.

The 
beer choices and drink mixing (we could have 
used a little more tonic with that gin and tonic) 
aren’t stellar, but if you’re looking for a solid 
sports-watching spot, you can’t totally strike out 
here. With TVs and memorabilia covering nearly 
every open wall spot, the Chicago theme (White 
Sox heavy) is not subtle. Just the way you want a 
sports bar. 

May we suggest 
not wearing ... 

... a belt. Or forgetting your heartburn meds. This 
spot does not skimp when it comes to grease, 
fat and all things deliciously terrible. The plates 
aren’t fancy, but they definitely are heavy. This 
place may be a dieter’s worst nightmare. Your 
best bet, the 260 house salad ($6.50), was flavor- 
ful, but huge and not lacking in cheese crumbles. 

Bottom line: 

While it’s easy to dismiss 260 Sports Bar as a 
nothing-out-of-the-ordinary sports bar, let’s face 
it-that’s exactly what some people are looking 
for. No fuss, good burgers (pretzel rolls available) 
and fellow fans. Although the spot hasn’t been 
too crowded so far, be on the lookout for more 
White Sox fans (and maybe even a few families) 
to be filling up the tables and booths once base- 
ball season gets into full swing.
